manager of the Allen A. Wilkin- 
son lumber yard at Milroy, was 
arrested 
on an embezzlement 


charge by Sheriff Compton at 
Milroy Tuesday evening 
and 


placed in jail here under bond of 
$2,500. 


The affidavit was signed by Al- 


phonse J. Koesters, auditor of 
the Wilkinson lumber company, 
and charges Shepherd with em- 
bezzling $200 from the company 
on October 25. The affidavit was 
sworn to by Albert C. Stevens, 
prosecuting attorney, and char- 
es Shepherd with failing to turn 
over to the company $200 which 
tie received from C. O. Patton, 
farmer near Milroy, in payment 
for lumber and coal from the 
Milroy yards. 
Although the affidavit names 


only the specific amount of $200 
it is said that the company 
claims that Shepherd embezzled 
a total of $1,850. Most of this 
money is said to be represented 
in coal and lumber suppliej 
which Shepherd gave to various 
people in payment for personal 
debts, and for which fie never 
made a settlement 
with the 


company.

house Tuesday evening. 


About one hundred and fifty 


employees of the Connersville 
Division of the railroad and the 
employees of the Southeastern 
Indiana Power Company were 
present together with their fami- 
lies. After the meeting all pres- 
ent pledged their support to the 
railroad 
company to prevent 


uch a drastic step that would 
deprive RushviUe, Rush County, 
and the other six counties that 
he company serves of a con- 
venient and necessary transpor- 
ation system. 


Mr. DeHore pointed out what 


a loss it would be to RushviUe 
and Rush County for the rail- 
oad to abandon their property. 
During the year of 929, $42,070.31 
was paid out in taxes and licen- 
es for operation, and their 252 
•mployes with 504 dependents 
eceived $283,040.02 in wages. 
Rushville has 76 employees of 
he company living here that 
pend on an average of more 
;han $5000.00 with local mer- 
hants. The taxes due and pay- 
<.ble to the city of RushviUe for 
930 amount to $5,736.02, whUe 
he taxes due in Posey township 
ire $1,158.34 and for Union town- 
hip amount to $948.63.

dicants. Women, small girls and 
dirty boys form' the greater part 
pf the horde and are, by far, the 
most active. 


Old men and deformed youths 


haunt the alleys off the main 
.horoughfares. 
They also ply 


;heir business near banks and 
;he larger commercial establish- 
ments. Decrepit as most of them 
appear, they display surprising 
agility whenever a policeman 
comes in sight. Even the -blind" 
beggars spot the blue coats. 


There is one old woman who 


for years has been a nuisance on 
one of the main down town brid- 
ges. She appears annually with 
a tiny baby strapped on her back 
and always the child is about the 
same age. The woman is only 
one of hundreds of beggars who 
buy babies as aids. This one not 
only does a good business herself 
but she supervises a dozen or 
more urchins who-pester all who 
walk across the bridge. 


A few blocks further on, an- 


other woman sits" in'front of a 
big restaurant, half weeping, 
half 'moaning. She has Jthree 
children with her who cry all day 
long. Occasionally the pseudo- 
mother holds both hands o,ver 
icr stomach.

Another type of beggar com- 


mon on the streets of Shanghai 
is made up of acrobatic young- 
sters.

•nlng for governor of New York in 
JI906 and he came back from a cam-

reputation of being a very stiff- 
necked person." 


At one stop he had been the guest 


of honor at the home of a Republican 
county chairman and had observed 
that the ladies of the party were 
paying special attention to him. 
Finally he noticed that while he 
had two or three women hanging 
closely on his words, the men were 
drifting out into another room. 


Eventually the candidate disen- 


gaged himself and went into the 
next room. 
All the other men In 


the party were having a drink. 


"I'll have a Scotch highball," said 


Hughes as he walked In. 


"Well, ' by gad." exclaimed the 


county chairman, "he really Is hu- 
man, 
after a'll!" 


Even In the old days, however. 


Hughes was always known as a 
"one-drink man." As secretary of 
slate in the Harding and Coolidge 
cabinets he was known as a tee- 
totaler.

solicit business for their return 
trips and did not have any re- 
cord on file with the Public Ser- 
vice Commission as common 
carriers. 


The co-operation of all em- 


ployees was asked in soliciting 
business and each one was asked 
to appoint himself as a solicitor 
to put the question up to the 
local merchants and to point out 
the situation should the tracion 
company-be forced to quit busi- 
ness. The present situation is h 
a large part due to the short 
sightedness of the merchant 
who do not realize what it means 
to them to have the traction run- 
ning on a sound basis, it was de- 
clared. 


In order that full co-operation 


can be expected, it was urged 
that the employees of the elec- 
tric line should spend their 
money with their home town 
merchant, and keep the money 
at home. 


The company pays a large pro- 


portion of the taxes collected 
iere and should that source of 
revenue be lost, the rest would 
lave their tax rate increased. 
The large trucks and buses, who 
do not pay any taxes or contri- 
)ute hi any way to the welfare of 
;he community are responsible 
to a large degree for the cost of 
maintaining the good roads. It 
was also pointed out that the 
;raction companies do a large 
amount of the hauling of freight 
n the middle west. Mr. DeHore's 
example was that it would be 
mpossible to get regular service 
rom the trucking companies on 
such hauls as from Detroit to 
lonnersville. The traction com- 
panies maintain a regular ser- 
rice that does not depend upon 
the condition of the roads or the 
possibility of a pay load both 
ways. 


Local draymen are also depen-

The re- 
venue for the company as a 
whole was $7500 less for the 
month of January, 1930 than for 
ihe same month last year.

EXPLOSION OCCURS 


IN ALCOHOL PLANT 


Elizabeth, N. J., Feb. 19—W— 


The ranks of 60 injured workmen 
who were seared with exploding 
naphtha at a Standard Oil re- 
finery late yesterday, were deple- 
ted by death today until the list 
of fatalities had reached ten. 


Among the 50 bandage swath- 


ed laborers in three hospitals 
here, were 20 whose chances of 
recovery were doubtful. It was 
feared* that several of these 
would be permanently blinded if 
they survived the scorching blast 
which spurted through part of 
the Bay Way Refinery. 


Elizabeth, N. J. Feb. 19—(/P)— 


Long rows of hospital cots occu- 
pied by bandage-swathed work- 
men today attested 1,0 the horror 
of flame which took five lives and 
injured 60 in a Napntha explo- 
sion at the Dayway reflnery of 
the Standard Oil company of 
New Jersey. 


Nearly a score of the injured 


were in critical condition with 
little hope for their recovery, 
which surgeons said many of 
those who survive their burns 
were doomed to blindness. 
-The explosion occurred at 3:55 
p. m., yesterday in the alcohol 
plant of the Refinery. J. Ray- 
mond Garrinerr, general man- 
ager of the plant, "aid the blast 
was caused by'the breaking of a 
gas line. 


Survivors said the pipe which 


broke was a high pressure naph- 
tha line and that fumes from it 
were ignited by portable forces 
used by workmen constructing a 
new building near the one-story 
building housing the alcohol 
plant. 


The night shift of 1,100 men 


employed on the 100-acre reser- 
vation occupied by the plant in 
Linden, a suburb, had 
started 


work at 3 p. m. They had been on 
duty 55 minutes when there was 
a terrific explosion followed im- 
mediately by two lesser blasts. 


Long torches of blue

from alcohol fumes shot from 
the windows and doors of the 


building and from, gaping hole: 
torn in the roof and walls. 


About 20 feet ilom the alcoho
